Shona Shire Council this week 
acted promptly to protect pur- 
chasers of homes in the flooded 
West End when they resolved not 
to allow any building on land less 

. than 86 feet above sea level. 

Introducing’ the subject Cr G. 
Den Dulk said he had inspected 
the area and in some places ‘i 
was impossible to travel. He had 
seen two houses where the water 
was higher than floor level. “It 
as going in the front door and 
out the back,” he said. 

Cr Den Dulk asked if permits 
were being issued because if 
building were to continue, the 
houses may be occupied before 
the next flood. 

Discussing, the question of 
drainage, Shire Engineer, Mr R. 
Simmons, said if was one of the 
big headaches caused by the’ ab- 
normal weather. He said the 
water was getting into the area 
from the swamp and this made it 
a Board of Works problem. 

He suggested. Council could 
carry out drainage of the swamp 
by lending money io the Board 
of Works.
